I hare talked to many 
American n issioimr i s »ho hare lived in China for wumj jpaan and they 
■la ail of the same opinion. 

Wages are vary small in China. In many plaeaa a laborer cannot 
make enotiirh in one day to purchase a i'nki> of i^onp. The inis8ionari(>ii 
have been lellint; the ciiildren tlut by education they can earn more llian 
tlieir fathers. 

One of the first things tliat will ba taught tha Chineaa children will 
be niodem languages, lo that they can extend their trade with other coun- 
tries. 

The Chinese are very enterprising, and now that they have a n-public 
it wiU net ba nvy loag before they will adopt the modena mrtboda that 
■R in Fopii<? in tho civilized world. Trade conditions will develop slowly. 

It will possibly be ten or twenty years before really good resulfs^may 
be obtained fmoi a commercial campaign that ia being inaugurated in 
ananj Eniopcan conatriea. Qcnnany is looking abroad and will tijr-and 
fet the lioa'a dMi* of tho Chineaa bnainesa in the futni*.
